Soon  after  Jyiran's  Retreat,  Col.  Delancv.  who  commanded  the  British 
Refugees,  in  order  ♦♦»  s.^cure  them  against  surprise,  erected  a  Block  House  on 
a  rising  ground  below  Delancy's  Bridge.  This  Col.  Burr  resolved  to  destroy. 
I  was  in  that  expedition  and  recollect  the  circumstances.  He  procured  a  num- 
ber of  hand-grenades  and  rolls  of  port -fire,  and  canteens  filled  with  inflammable 
materials,  with  contrivances  for  attaching  them  to  the  sides  of  the  Block  House . 
He  set  out  with  his  troops  early  in  the  evening  and  arrived  within  a  mile  of  the 
Block-House  by  two  o'clock  in  the  morning.  The  Colonel  gave  Captain  Black 
the  command  of  about  forty  volunteers  who  were  first  to  approach.  Twenty  of 
them  were  to  carry  the  port-fire,  etc..  etc.  Those  who  had  hand-grenades  had 
short  ladders  to  enable  them  to  reach  the  port-holes,  the  exact  height  of  which 
Col.  Burr  had  ascertained.  Col.  Burr  gave  Capt.  Black  his  instructions  in  the 
hearing  of  his  Company,  assuring  him  of  his  protection  if  they  were  attacked 
by  superior  numbers,  for  it  was  expected  that  the  enemy,  who  had  several  thous- 
and men  at  or  near  Kingsbridge,  would  endeavor  to  cut  us  off,  as  we  were  sev- 
eral miles  below  them.  Burr  directed  those  who  carried  combustibles  to  march 
In  front,  as  silently  as  possible.  That,  on  being  hailed,  they  were  to  light  the 
hand-grenades,  etc.  with  a  slow-match,  provided  for  that  purpose,  and  throw 
them  into  the  port-holes.  I  was  one  of  the  party  that  advanced.  The  Sentinal 
hailed  and  fired.  We  rushed  on.  The  first  hand-grenade  that  was  thrown  in 
drove  the  enemy  from  the  upper  story,  and  before  they  could  take  means  to. 
defend  it,  the  Block-House  was  on  fire  in  several  places.  Some  few  escaped 
and  the  rest  surrended,  without  our  having  lost  a  single  man.  Though  many 
shots  were  fired  at  us,  we  did  not  fire  again.

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DESCRIPTION  OF  THE  SIGNIFICANCE  OF 

THE    FUliliER    Af^MS, 

By  ALEXANDER   CORBETT,  Jr.,  Heraldic  Artist, 
Boston,  Mass. 

The  following  interpretation  of  the  Fuller  Arms  is  derived  from  several 
ancient  heraldic  lexicographers,  including  John  Gwillim  and  Aaron  Crossley, 
both  of  whom  were  pre-eminent  authorities  about  two  hundred  years  ago. 
The  significance  of  the  various  charges  contained  in  the  Arms  is  given  practi- 
cally in  their  own  antiquated  and  inimitably  quaint  style  of  phraseology,  as 
being  more  interesting,  as  well  as  more  appropriate,  than  a  more  modern  form 
embodying  the  same  matter  could  possibly  be. 

Gwillim  says:  "As  colors  may  be  resembled  to  thyngs  of  greatest 
Nob'lity  or  Reputation,  so  is  their  worthyness  accounted  of  accordingly.  A 
shield  of  Argent  or  Silver  is  white,  which  is  emblematick  of  Light.  According 
to  that  Noble  and  Esteemed  French  author,  Colombiere,  Silver  signifyes  of 
virtues  and  Spiritual  Qualities:  Humility,  Temperance  and  Truth;  it  is  also 
the  emblem  of  Gentleness.  Of  the  planets  it  doth  typify  the  Moon  ;  of  the 
four  elements,  the  Water;  of  Human  Constitutions,  the  Flegmatick ;  of  Pre- 
cious Stones,  the  Pearl  ;  of  Trees,  the  Palm  ;  of  Flowers,  the  Flower-de-Luce ; 
of  Beasts,  the  Ermine,  which  is  all  white,  without  any  spot ;  of  the  parts  of 
Man,  the  Brain  ;  and  of  his  Ages,  that  in  which  his  powers  are  the  most  highly 
cultivated  and  developed.  I  have  read  in  a  Spanish  author  that  those  which 
have  a  Shield  of  Silver  are  obliged  to  relieve  Maidens  and  Orphans. 

"  Bars,  such  as  do  appear  in  the  Fuller  Arms,  are  derived  from  Military 
Belts,  or  Girdles,  of  Honor,  which  from  remotest  antiquity,  have  been  held  in 
Noblest  Esteem  by  the  warrior  which  has  had  such  a  trophy  bestowed  upon  him 
by  his  Sovereign,  forasmuch  as  such  Belts  were  the  reward  especially  reserved 
for  those  who  did  great  personal  service  for  the  Ruler  of  the  Realm.  In  the 
sacred  Book  of  Samuel,  indeed,  we  r  ad:  'Why  didst  thou  not  smit  him  there 
to  the  ground?  and  I  would  have  given  thee  ten  Shekels  of  Silver,  and  a 
Girdle.'— IL  Sam.  xviii :  ii. 

"  When  a  Canton  is  born  (for  so  the  square  charge  in  the  upper  corner 
is  called)  it  is  usually  what  is  termed  an  argumentation  in  arms — something  add- 
ed since  the  original  adoption  of  the  Coat  of  Arms.  Most  frequently  it  may  be 
considered  to  be  the  badge  or  cogni/ance  of  some  defeated  enemy  of  the 
bearer  of  the  Arms,  since  anciently  the  victor  was  privileged  to  approp  iate  the 
heraldic  emblems  of  a  Knight  whom  he  had  slain  or  taken  into  captivity,  and 
to  add  it,  in  the  form  of  a  Canton,  to  his  own  shield. 

"A  Castle  was  frequently  given  to  him  who  hal  been  the  first  to  mount 
the  walls  of  a  captured  stronghold  of  that  nature. 

"  Gules,  or  Red,  hath  ever  been  the  military  color,  par  excellence,  notably 
among  the  Egyptians,  Romans,  Gauls  and  ancient  Britons,  who  esteemed  it 
best  fit  to  strick  terror  to  the  hearts  of  ignorant  or  superstitious  enemies,  by 
reason  of  its  sanguinary  tincture.  Of  surpassing  utility  was  this  color,  also,  to 
the  warrior,  by  concealing  the  effusion  of  his  own  blood  when  that  he  be 
wounded,  in  order  that  his  enemies  might  not  be,  by  its  discovery,  thereupon 
emboldened,  and  his  followers  correspondingly  discouraged. 

"  An  Arm  wielding  a  Sword  is  the  emblem  of  power  and  justice  against 
traytors  to  their  Prince  and  the  oppressors  of  the  innocent.  In  the  Sacred 
Scriptures  we  read  :  '  I  will  render  vengeance  to  mine  enemies,  and  will  reward 
them  that  hate  me.' — Deut.  xxxii :  41-  And  again:  '  The  sword  shall  devour 
and  it  shall  be  satiate  and  made  drunk  with  their  blood.' — Jer.  xlvi :  10."
